There 
were three reasons, he said, 
why the government did nothing 
about it. 


First, "The Negro leadership 


and organizations did not want 
to talk about these problems. It 
was a painful subject for them. 
Also, they probably did not 
know much about it." 


Second, "This country still 


has a strong persistent streak 
of racism in it" and even those 
whites who are not racist "ad. 
just ourselves to live with it." 


Third, "Washington is a South. 


ern middle class city with a 
bureaucracy that is Southern

It is un. 


comfortable dealing with prob- 
lems in the north and dealing 
with Negroes who don't act 
like Negroes do in the South." 


Even when well intentioned, he 


said, the government agencies 
tended "to cover up the need" 
by witholding statistics they 
felt would not make Negroes 
look good. 


"If you have a large disad.

Mass Exposure of Riot 
Agitators is Attacked 


New Germ is fIncredible9

NEW YORK—A disease-caus- 


ing agent has been found that 
is so resistant to sterilization 
by heat, chemicals or radia- 
tion that some biologists re- 
gard it as nonliving. 
Yet it 


proliferates in its host in the 
same way as do bacteria or 
viruses. 


The discovery has been hail, 


ed by British workers in the 
field as possibly revealing a 
new class of disease-carrier 
that could account for some of 
the more mysterious disorders 
of the human nervous system. 


The disease in question, known 


as scrapie (pronounced scrape, 
ee), chiefly affects sheep, but 
it has long been associated with 
a similar human disease called 
kuru. The latter is found only 
among members and relatives 
of a certain ethnic group in 
New Guinea, Its transmission 
within this group is attributed 
in part to cannibalism of those 
who have died of the ailment, 
which, like scrapie, is invari. 
ably fatal. 


victims of both scrapie and 


kuru suffer deterioration of the 
nervous system, with trembling 
and gradual paralysis. The 
sheep sometimes scrape their 
wool off on posts and trees, 
which is the source of the 
name, scrapie. 


Recent research on the two 


diseases can be likened to a 
detective story whose final 
chapter has yet to be finished. 
Few recent developments have 
aroused such interest among 
those 
in basic medical 
re. 


search. Some believe the dis- 
coveries may throw light on 
such perplexing nervous ail- 
ments as multiple sclerosis 
and muscular dystrophy. 


The chief focus of current 


excitement is the evidence pre- 
sented recently by British in. 
vestigators purporting to show 
that the"thing" causing scrapie 
is less than half the size of the 
smallest virus and does not con. 
tain nucleic acid-the essential 
component of all viruses and 
bacteria. As one of the British 
researchers has put it: "This 


was incredible." 


Indeed, there are those in this 


country who are not convinced 
that toe British have proved 
their case.

about the bitter complaints aimed 
at their profession."

plaints, justified and unjustified, 
have jrave consequences for the rea- 
son that the layman's respect for 
the law can be shattered by an un- 
scrupulous lawyer who is suppos- 
ed to represent the law. 


Surveys have shown there is jus- 


tification for public mistrust of the 
conduct of the members of the legal 
profession. 
Therefore, it is en- 


couraging to note that a committee 
of the American Bar Association 
is reframing the cannons of ethics 
that govern the practice of law and 
that in the opinion of the president 
of the American Bar Association 
". . .most lawyers want a vigorous 
disciplinary program." 
The law- 


yers have a heavy responsibility to 
help maintain public confidence in 
the concept of government by law 
instead of men.

WASHINGTON-On May 14, this writer devoted 


a column to the city of Detroit and its mayor, 
Jerome Patrick Cavanagh, describing him as the 
No. 1 glamor mayor of America, now facing the 
fact that his wife had left him, that he had spent 
too much time traveling abroad, that his city 
had the biggest crime increase of any in the 
USA and that he faced a recall. 


The mayor vigorously denied these points 


and threatened a libel suit over the report 
that his wife had left Mm. 


As of this week, unfortunate- 


ly, most of the above facts re- 
sulted 
in 
tragic headlines 


across the nation. Mrs. Cava. 
nagh sued for separate main. 
tenance. The police let part of 
the population get completely 
out of hand. And the city faced 
$200,000,000 of damages in the 
worst street looting in the last 
half century.

Traveling over Detroit by heli- 


copter, observers looked down on charred walls, 
lone chimneys, smoking ruins, a scene familiar 
to American bomber pilots over Germany in 
World War H No one would ever have thought 
it could happen in America. 


Yet it did happen, in a city which was com. 


pletely integrated, where Negroes had lucra- 
tive jobs in the auto plants, the only city in 
the USA sending two Negroes to Congress. 
In Detroit, Negroes and whites for many years 
have lived side by side. Most of them owned 
their own homes. Walter Reuther years ago 
had welcomed Negroes into the United Auto 
Workers, making it one of the most completely 
integrated unions in the nation. 


Yet sections of this model city now lie in 


smoldering ruins. 


Why? There is no one reply to that ques- 


tion; but telling the story of what happened 
may give the answers. 


Trouble began at 5 a.m. Sunday when the 


police raided'the "Blind pig" in the 12th Street 
area. There is a 2 a.m. closing time for liquor 
establishments in Detroit, and the police would 
have been remiss had they failed to raid the 
Blind Pig. 


Inside they arrested 70 Negroes, and started 


to load them into three cars. However they did 
not get them loaded fast enough, and a crowd of 
pimps and prostitutes gathered. They began 
to hoot and jeer, then threw rocks at car win- 
dows. 


This points to one reason for the Detroit 


outbreak—namely, the crime increase and police 
failure to clean up. 
Those who started the 


Detroit riots were the criminal element. But 
they spread. 
And Detroit police, understaffed 


by 500 men, were inadequate. 


At first, however, it was not their fault. They

were ordered not to resist looters. The head 
of the Civil Rights Commission, Damon Keith, 
a Negro who is expected to become a federal 
judge, phoned the news media asking them not 
to publicize the riots; to give Negro leaders 
time to get things under control. 


Congressman John Conyers, a Negro, invaded 


the 12th Street area to urge his fellow Negroes 
to keep the peace. Conyers was knocked off. the 
top of his car. 


Meanwhile the police stood by, still under or- 


ders not to shoot. All over town this word spread 
like wildfire. 
It was a free license to loot. 


Black and white citizens alike took advantage 
of that license. Out of one store ten Negroes 
carried a safe. A policeman looked the other 
way. 


Through Sunday the looting continued. Food, 


appliances, furs, clothing, firearms, all were 
carried away by the armful or the truckload. 
Drug stores and liquor stores were broken 
open. Looters got drunk on gin and hopped up 
on drugs. 


Finally, late Sunday evening, the National 


Guard was ordered in. But there was another 
delay of three hours. Meanwhile the looting 
continued. 
And during the Sunday night it 


spread to the East Side, and a day later to 
Pontiac and surrounding cities. Like a prairie 
fire it spread. 


One committee representing 191 grocers told 


their story. All white, they had been wiped out. 
They had not been able to get insurance in that 
part of town. One man told how he had worked 
seven days a week for 24 years, saved up $28,000. 
Now all was gone. 


There was a total of 714 reported fires. Early 


Monday morning a woman called the fire de- 
partment, beseeching them to come to her home. 
She said it was on fire. 


The department responded to her entreat- 


ies. 
The fire engine ran into a deadly cross- 


fire of shooting. 
It was a trap. The firemen 


had to abandon two of their trucks. 


Police Commissioner Ray Girardin had or- 


ganized crack emergency police squads to cope 
with the riots in different sections of Detroit. 
They remained immobile, not called upon to 
operate.

probably the only thing that 
could now revive support in 
the U.S. for an invasion of 
Cuba would be for this island 
to become the brain and ar- 
senal of series of successful 
guerrilla wars in the hemis- 
phere. This danger, however, 
is apparently not recognized 
here. 


There is a problem in U.S.. 


Cuban relations that will bear 
careful watching. Officials here 
are not only gloating over ttie 
difficulties of the U.S. in Viet. 


nam, but linking the war there 
with the guerrilla wars in Latin 
America. Castro has got lead, 
ers of both North Vietnam and 
the National Liberation Front 
here for the Latin American 
Communist "solidarity" rally, 
including the

ful raid on the U.S. air base 
at Danang. 


The Communist talk of a"corw 


tinental strategy" is ambitious 
but simple. While the U.S. has 
over a half million men in Viet* 
nam, the Cuban government 
wants to see the guerrilla oper. 
ations in Bolivia, Venezuela, 
Guatemala, Colombia and Peru 
increased, coordinated, and if 
possible expanded to other parts 
of Latin America, 


The assumptions of the Com- 


munist activists here are that 
the social order in most coun» 
tries of the hemisphere is rot. 
ten, that the governments of 
these countries are weak, and 
that the U.S. will eventually 
intervene to prevent their over- 
throw as it is charged here 
with already doing in Bolivia. 


It is therefore imperative, 


according to this theme, that 
the guerrilla operations should 
be widely scattered to compli- 
cate and weaken counteraction 
by the U.S., and that they should 
proceed in accordance with a 
careful plan for limited short* 
range objectives. 


The aim in phase one of the 


guerrilla actions, under this 
plan, should not be to seize 
po~wer or risk major military 
operations 
with 
government 


forces aided by the U.S., but 
to create chaos, dramatize the 
weakness of the governments 
now in power, and if possible 
encourage opposition within the 
U.S. to intervention by Amer. 
ican troops in guerrilla wars 
all over the place. 


The danger for Cuba in this 


strategy is that it might work. 
For the more successful it be- 
came, the more pressure there 
would be in the U.S. for mili« 
tary action against Cuba to 
stop the flow of supplies. Castro 
wants to see the U.S. expelled 
from Southeast Asia and the 
Middle East, but this could 


create precisely the military 
situation Castro fears the most. 


For if the war in Vietnam 


ends with China establishing an 
unchallenged 
sphere of in. 


fluence in Southeast Asia, and 
the ArabJsraeli conflict ends 
with a dominant Soviet sphere 
of influence in the Middle East 
-as it very well may—the im- 
pulse of a 
humiliated UJS. 


would almost certainly be to 
expell the Communists from 
its own sphere of influence in 
this part of the world. 


The activists at this Com. 


munist meeting here however, 
are not impressed with this 
thesis. 
They are very confi- 


dent. 
They think they see in 


the guerrilla operations in Viet. 
nam the way to paralyze Amer. 
ican military power. The more 
moderate Communists here who 
want to persist in a policy of 
"peaceful coexistence" are in 
the minority and on the defen. 
sive, and the language of the 
activists is couched in the most 
provocative terms. 


Raul Castro, the minister of 


the Cuban armed forces, for 
example, has been sneering at 
Vice President Hubert Hum. 
phrey here this week as a man 
whose main task is to wait for 
the death of President John- 
son, and even former President 
Eisenhower is characterized by 
Raul as "a great banditf' who 
invented a plan for the destruc- 
tion of the Cuban revolution.* 
plan says Raul, still in effect. 


This is obviously an ugly situa- 


tion, and if the continental stra- 
tegy develops, an ominous prob- 
lem for the future. Cuban of- 
ficials do not deny it.

has just read this dispatch.

A SOURCE OF KNOWLEDGE 


It's amazing what one can learn simply b> reading the mail 


that comes across the desk before stashing it away in the round 
file. In fact, this may be the very source from which self-styled 
journalists have built their facade of erudition. 


Knowledge is something that should be shared and so I unself. 
ishly pass along to you today certain tidbits that if used wisely 
should enhance your conversational status in any group, mixed 
or mixed.up.

Those of you who have reached your 40s may also have reach- 


ed that time in life when the need arises for reading glasses. 
Tlie old joke atx^ut the arms being too short for reading print 
or threading a needle is no longer amusing. 


Pll skip a" dissertation on the psysiological construction and 


functions of the eye and the changes that usually take place about 
midway through the life span. This isn't a new problem because 
20C \ears ago Ben Franklin had trouble reading small print and 
solved it by inventing the first bifocals. 


Now, 
bifocals enable us to see far away and by dropping our 


eyes and lookinc through the bottom area ol our lenses we can 
see things near~at hand. And trifocals offer clear vision at a 
distance, an intermediate point, and up close. 


But many people don't like bifocals or trifocals because of the 
tell-tale lines which are annoying to some wearers because 
going from one distance area to another in the lenses Involves 
a disconcerting jump to say nothing of a missed step. Women 
especially hate multi-focal spectacles ever since the television 
commercials started telling us that such glasses reveal our age. 


Optical engineers have worked on perfecting bifocals and have 


been successful in blending lenses in which the sharp lines be- 
tween far and near sight are not visible. But a revolutionary 
spectacle lens has been developed in France and introduced in 
the United States when His Honor wasn't looking. 


The new lenses incorporate all ranges instead of a distance 


and a near focus. The wearer, in looking straight ahead, sees 
clearly. In passing from distance to near vision the eye goes 
through a gradual progression of increasing power in the lenses 
inside the eye, which is smooth. In simple words, the new spec- 
tacles have many invisible focal points and duplicate what the 
lens within the eye no longer is able'to do. So much for Item No. 
1. 


Science has been trying to come up with a better way to kill 
bugs ever since Rachel Carson scared us half to death with her 
book, "The Silent Spring," which is all about the poisons in 
insecticides and the damage they do to human and animal life. 


Residents of the Tidioute area, who have been harassed for 


several years by a nasty little biter commonly called "the 
blac'< fly"," will be especially interested in this discovery which 
might make lawns and patios and porches habitable once again 
for humans. 


At a recent meeting of the World Health Organization in New 


York a betler way to kill bugs was discussed. One suggestion, 
not new, is the method of exposing millions of male insects 
to atomic radiation, usually with radioactive cobalt, and then 
turning them loose to mate with the females of the species. 
The males have been sterilized by the radiation and the result 
is no baby bugs.

Guardsmen Are Criticized

HARRISBURG (AP) — Two 


members of the bar disagreed 
yesterday whether the minor 
judiciary system in Pennsyl- 
vania should be scrapped entire, 
ly or whether it should undergo 
revision. 


A 
representative 
of 
the 


Pennsylvania Bar Association 
called for abolishment of the 
more than 4,000 magistrates, 
aldermen and justices of the 
peace, and the establishment 
of community courts presided 
over by judges learned in the 
law. 


A spokesman for the Pennsyl- 


vania Magistrates' Association 
defended the"centurie&oldtra- 
dition of the peoples' courts," 
but admitted that some changes 
in the present system were 
needed. 


The conflicting opinions were 


contained in testimony present, 
ed before a subcommittee pre- 
paring data for the Constitution- 
al convention, scheduled tocon« 
vene Dec. 1 and draft new sec- 
tions on judiciary, local, gov- 
ernment, taxation and finance, 
and legislative apportionment. 


Bernard G. Segal, former 


chancellor of the Philadelphia 
Bar Association, compared the 
minor judiciary system in Penn- 
sylvania to the peoples' court in 
the Soviet Union, which he said 
he observed only last week. He 
said the court was presided over 
by three judges, only one of 
whom was a lawyer. 


"As far as I know, the social. 


1st countries are the only ones 
which like Pennsylvania and 
the dwindling number of states 
in this country, have lay judges 
deciding legal questions and 
presiding in the courts of the 
land," Segal said, 


Ke cited a 1962 study which 


showed that most members of 
the minority judiciary in Penn- 
sylvania were skilled laborers. 


real estate or insurance agents, 
housewives or pursuers of other 
occupations unrelated to law. 
Only a handful were lawyers, he 
said. 


"Aldermen, justices of the 


peace and magistrates are part 
of a system which was outworn 
before this century began," Seg. 
al said. "Unless the entire sys.

Raymond Pearlstine, solicitor 


for the Pennsylvania Magis- 
trates' Association, argued that 
the present justice of the peace 
system should not be discarded.

profits from the personal knowl- 
edge the local arbiter brings to 
a case and from the latitutde 
he has in seeking solutions to 
disputes extra-judicially," 


Pearlstine did, however, offer 


several recommendations for 
revising the present system. 
He suggested: 


— A reduction in the number 


oi minor judiciary members 
from the present 4,000 to a min- 
imum of 885, or at least 15 per 
each of the 59 judicial districts. 


— Members of the minor judi. 


ciary who have not served at 
least two f^year terms be re- 
quired to successfully complete 
a course of instruction as pre- 
scribed by the legislature. 


—Jurisdiction be extended to 


include taking of pleas of guilty 
and imposing sentences for cer. 
tain misdemeanors under the 
Vehicle Code and Criminal 
Code. 


—Salaries of a minimum $10,. 


000 a year replace the fee sys- 
tem. 


—Minor judiciary courtrooms 


be established. 


—Each member of the minor 


judiciary be assigned at least 
one clerk paid by the county.

National Guard is reviewing its 
riot control training in the wake 
of sharp criticism and rising 
demands on Guardsmen in put* 
ting down civil disturbances. 


In Michigan more than 8,000 


Guardsmen were unable to re. 
store order when the Detroit 
riot erupted. In New Jersey Gov. 
Richard J. Hughes praised the 
Guard's performance in New. 
ark turmoil but commented that 
it should be getting special 
training in sniper control. 


Pentagon sources said Thurs* 


day the National Guard Bureau 
was closely examining its mini, 
mum rioUcontrol training de- 
mands, which now require state 
units to have at least six hours 
of instruction a year. 


Most 
officers 
believe the 


scope of the training is ade. 
quate. It covers guard duty, 
bayonet training, hand-to-hand 
fighting, combat formation, and 
use of tear gas. Guardsmen 
may simply need more training 
sessions. 


"We have been able to meet 


the demands of civil disturb- 
ances in the past," one general 
said, "but even so we've got 
riots coming up all over the 
place." 


This summer alone nearly 
20,000 Guardsmen have been 
ordered up in at least 10 states 
to help quell more than a dozen 
different instances of racial dis- 
order or civil disobedience.

National Guard officials in 


Washington have conducted a 


survey among several state ad- 
jutants general to w 
sentiment for beefin 
riot-training schedule. 


The Guard Bureau's position 


is that the states "are the only 
ones who are fully 
their particular problems." 


The bureau keeps informed 


about Guard activities in riot 
situations through telephoned 
and written reports from the 
adjutants general who are in 
charge of state outfits.

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LBJ Viet Envoys' 
Mission is Vague

SAIGON, South Vietnam—Well.placed United States sources 


believe that major decisions on the war in Vietnam are unlike- 
ly to result from the current tour of President Johnson's 
two special representatives. 


The two—Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, now a White House con. 


sultant, and Clark Clifford, chairman* of the President's Foreign 
Intelligence Advisory Board—were in Saigon for two days this 
week before going on to Thailand, Australia, New Zealand, the 
Philippines and South Korea. 
Their trip has been widely described as a search for more 


allied troops for the war in South Vietnam, but U. S. officials, 
including some traveling with Taylor and Clifford, insist that 
this is not so. 
Instead, these officials state, the two representatives have 
as their primary task reassuring government leaders whom 
they visit that the war is going very well. 


"The President is prepared to stay with it as long as he has 
to," they are to say, in effect, "and he hopes you'll be willing 
to do the same." 
As part of this presentation, they are to outline the views 


of U.S. and South Vietnamese officials, and it was for this rea. 
son that they came here so soon after the visit of Secretary 
of Defense Robert S. McNamara. McNamara spent less than a 
day with leaders of the Saigon government and did not try to 
explore their views in detail. 


Some of the South Vietnamese, including Maj. Gen. Isgu- 
Yen Due Thang, the pacification minister, whom Taylor went 
out of his way to praise at a news conference on his departure, 
were reported to be slightly annoyed by McNamara's pro- 
cedure. 
On Tuesday Clifford and Taylor were briefed by Lieut. 
Gen. Nguyen Van Thieu, the chief of state, Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky and other ranking officials. 
The Americans were 


told, among other thinsrs, of plans to increase the govern. 
ment's armed forces by 55,000 men, to about 673,000, and to 
put great stress on upgrading the militia. 


The two presidential advisers will certainly discuss these 


proposed strength increases, as well as over.all troop require- 
rnents as seen by both Gen. William C. Westmoreland, the 
UJS. commander in Vietnam, and McNamara, the sources 
said. But the advisers will probably stop there. 


If asked by President Ferdinand E. Marcos, for example, 


whether more Philippine troops would be welcome, they will 
reply yes. President Johnson would like to hold to a minimum 
ffesh United States commitments beyond the 480,000 men due to 
be here by the end of this year. 
But the special envoys, according to informed officials, ex- 


pect no such openhanded proposals, because both the admin- 
istration and allied diplomats here believe that the other five 
allies in Vietnam have, for a variety of reasons, sent as many 
men as they are able, at least for the moment. 


Taylor said on his arrival in Saigon that "We are not asking 


anybody for anything." 
Clifford made the other half of the 


point later when he said he and the general bore no specific 
requests but would be delighted to listen to any proposal that 
might shorten the war. 
. 
South Korean military commanders are eager to nave more 


of their compatriots here to bolster the 45,000-man Korear 
strike force operating along the central coast of South Vitv. 
nam. 
But the Koreans indicate privately that they do not ex. 


pect to get reinforcements. 
The Australians, whose activities are centered in Bienhoa 
and Phuoctyu provinces east of Saigon, have a force of 6,300 
men in Vietnam, and would like a third infantry battalion so 
they could operate as a full brigade. 


An Australian officer, asked whether he was optimistic, re- 


plied: "You heard what our prime minister said the other day: 
'No ' " 
The 2,000.man Filipino Civic-Action Battalion in Tayninh 


province is unlikely to be augmented, according to President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos, who made a one-day visit to Vietnam 


New Zealand, with only 400 men in Vietnam, and Thailand, 
whose first combat battalion is not due to arrive until August, 
are not thought to be in positions to undertake new commit- 


All this is well known in Saigon and Washington, and is clear- 


iy familiar to Johnson. 
But by sending Taylor and Clifford to 


the Pacific, he has given the impression that he is doing his 
best to avoid heavy new commitments of U.S. troops in Viet- 


11 At'the same time, he has taken the opportunity to buck up 
flag«ln°- morale, if any, in his allies' capitals, and to remind 
the world that the U.S. is not the only country with troops fight- 
ing alongside the Vietnamese.

County's Postmaster Situation Unique

Warren County is unique in Northwestern Pennsyl- 


vania. 
It is the only county which has had four post- 


masterships open for appointment for anywhere from 
18 months to six years. 


In a survey conducted of three other counties in the 


area, only four postmaster positions are open. They 
range from nine months to not more than three months. 


The reason for this is unclear, but sources inside the 


local Democrat Party—which has the power of recorn- 
mending persons for appointment to the positions- 
have offered plausible reasons. 


In the case of Clarendon, where there has been no 


appointed postmaster for four years, the answer given 
is that no one passed the CivilService examination until 
recently. When a satisfactory score was attained on a 
test, a recommendation was made. It still is pending, 


In the case of Bear Lake and Columbus, where the po- 


sitions have been without a Senate-endorsed appointment 
for six years, the answer was more complex. The 
Democratic Party wanted the actingpostmasters (in both 
cases women temporarily appointed to the positions by 
outgoing postmasters) to be appointed permanently. In 
both cases, the attempt to have them appointed post- 
master failed because of the Civil Service require- 
ments. 
One big factor against them was the five- 


point "spot" added to the Civil Service score for vet-

erans (in the case oi disabled veterans, the TMO has 
learned, the free points amount to 10). 


Warren, where 18 months has passed since Brace 


Knabenshue retired, has a recommendation from the 
Democratic Party pending. 


In the surrounding counties, the situation is different. 


Erie County has only one postmastership vacant. It 
is in Union City, where nine months have passed since 
the position was vacated. 
Cameron County has no 


vacancies. Forest County has a vacancy at Tlonesta, 
where the job has been open for nine months. In Me 
Kean County, there are two: Kane, where the position 
has been open for nine months, and Port Allegany, 
where not more than three months have passed since 
the postmaster retired, 
Cameron County has no 


vacancies. 


One postmastership in the county has been filled in 


recent history. 
That is in Youngsville, where Einar 


Olson took the job in May, 1965, after Senate appoint- 
ment. 


The procedure for naming a postmaster is complex. 


It begins with Civil Service examinations for the post, 
which are well-publicized. After that, the Civil Serv- 
ice grades the exams and makes the scores public to 
a select group of interested parties. 


Tliose interested parties include the U.S. Postal 


Department, the local committee of the party in power, 


and the senators of the district. 


The Postal Department has little or nothing to say 


apparently, about who wUl fill the job. This is ap- 
parent in conversations with postal employes, with 
members of the Democratic Party, and with officials 
of the Postal Department itself. 
Previous service 


or experience in the postal system seems to have no 
bearing on the matter. 


The local committee of the party in power makes its 


recommendation. 
The President of the United States, 


usually advised by the Postmaster General (who has 
traditionally been a political advisor to the President) 
then makes a recommendation to the Senate, which 
appoints the postmaster in the community in ques- 
tion. 
There are 33,000 post offices in the nation. 


The senator of the district in question usually has 


the predominant influence in the appointment. He sel- 
dom goes against the wishes of the local committee of 
the political party involved. 


The procedure dates back into the 1800's, when the 


job of postmaster was a key spot at the community 
level. 
It is this hangover from Pony Express days 


that still is followed today. 


But the chain of events seems to have been interrupted 


somewhere along the line for Warren County.

If you ever have to get anything from the U. S. Postal De- 


partment in Washington,, take my advice: Write them a letter 
and forget about it completely. 


Any other attempt will result in little else than complete and 


total frustration. I had the misfortune to fall into their hands 
the other day, and believe me it is impossible to describe the 
feeling. 


I visualize the Postal Department's telephone system as being 


30 telephones in one small room, with only three people handling 
them. Two of them are women, the third a college student 
working part-time. 


The procedure is this: The telephone rings, and the first 


woman poses as the operator. She transfers the call to the 
second woman, who asks you who you are, what your business 
is, and to whom you expect to speak. Then she transfers the 
call back to the operator, who transfers you back to the second 
woman again for the same procedure. 


After 10 minutes or so of this, you get the part-time pro- 


fessional telephone-answerer. He listens to your sad story, 
rattles off some gibberish about federal legislation aimed at 
doing away with the entire federal system, tells you it doesn't 
have a chance of passing, and says he'll transfer you to another 
office. You get the second woman, who tells you to wait a minute, 
then transfers you back to the college student. 


If you're a nervous person, you have by this time filled five 


large sheets of paper with meaningless names and scrawls. 
After 30 minutes, you are in one of three situations or any 
combination of these three. They are (1) you've forgotten what 
you called about in the first place, (2) frustrated to the point of 
incoherence, or (3) a babbling idiot who's ready for retirement 
to anyplace other than where you're at. 


It's amazing. They don't handle telephone calls any better 


than they do mail. That, my friends, is sheer proof to me that 
they've done it intentionally and have reached a pinnacle of 
mper<«fficiency.

DOES HEAT CAUSE CAVITIES? 


An English physician blames unusual heat sensitivity 


for dental decay. According to the author, writing in The 
Lancet, primitive man never had dental cavities. He 
compared the eating habits of primitive man with those 
of modern man and found the main difference is that we 
cook our food and our teeth are hypersensitive to heat. 


Everyone is entitled to their opinion and the English 


medico is convinced to the extent that he has not used 
hot food or drink for years. He eats a normal amount 
Of sweets and biscuits. During this time he has not needed 
a dental filling. There is enough logic in his theory to 
make it plausible. 


A closer look, however, reveals several assumptions 


that need further investigation. Is it true, for example, 
that "Primitive man had, and still has, caries-free 
teeth." Eskimos may not develop cavities but their teeth 
usually wear out early in life from chewing on bones.
